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Grant Haynes 
Writes from B.C. 


The following descriptive letter of 
condition around Vanderhoof, B.C., on 
the G. T. P., was written by Grant 
Haynes, formerly of Badger Lake, to 
S. Oakland. Those interested in that 
part of the world will find it interesting 
reading. 


' 


About this country, we have hardly 
been here long enough ourselves to 
know much about it, but we like it 
fine so far. We think it is a good for 
cattle but much better for sheep. The 
winters do not seem tobe nearly as cold 
up here as they are in Alberta, but 
they are long and steady, but with very 
little wind. I scarcely ever wear any- 
thing heavier than an overall jacket in 
the winter and the snow was from 18 
to 24 inches most of the time. When 
I came up here a year ago last March 
there was 4 feet of snow everywhere 
and near the mountains six or seven 
fevt; but they say there has not been 
that much snow before in fifty years 
but it sure was here then. I am located 
14 miles from Vanderhoof. 

he hay meadows are made by the 
saver daming up the streams and kill- 
ing the timber and they fill in with veg- 
etation, some places very deep, You 
spoke about water, we have a nice 
creek running through our place, but 
generally the springs and creeks go 
dry inthe summer.
